Riots in Ireland. 
New Lonx, October 10.

A Big Mining Suit. 
Tounsroxx, A. T., October 10. 

The “ Way Up” Mining Company. 
a New York corporation, commenced 
suit in the District Court to-day 
against the Tombstone Mill and Min- 
ing Company to quiet title. They ask 
$259,000 damages. The complaint sets 
forth that the Way Up joins the Good 
Enough, one of the latter company’s 
mines on the northeast. The Tomb- 
stone Company claim that the ledge 
dips north and east and enters the 
Way Up; thatthe ore body in the 
latter mine is in the Good Mpough 
ledge. On the other hand the Way 
Up company ssserts that the ledge in 
the Good Enough claim runs across 
the location and enters their location 
on its side; that the Good Enough 
was erroneourly located across the 
ledge, and that by effect of operation 
of law the side lines have become and 
are end lines, and that the claims are 
limited to 300 feet each side of the 
lode.

about 12:30 r. u.; found E. D. Wheel- 
er, Trenmor Coffio, James McMechan 
and David Allen there; Wheeler sat 
at the north side of the table in the 
middle room, Coffin was opposite, and 
McMechan sat on the north side of 
the room where the two bullet boles 
are. Isatat his left side, Mr. Allen 
sat at the east window. In about 
twenty minutes C. A. Bragg came in 
and sat down about a foot to the east 
of the door on the south side of the 
room. I saw a crowd of laborers, ten or 
thirteen at first, and later they seemed 
tu multiply, standing outside of the 
railing in the south room, or outside 
office ; do not know their names (points 
to two men). Those men were there. 
(men give names of Pat Shea and Con 
Leary). Thomas Cogan sat a’ a table 
in the south office, when I first saw 
him, twenty minutes after I arrived. 
I went out and asked the men what 
they wanted. They said they wanted 
their pay, and wanted to see Col. 
Moore. I told them they would likely 


store, as that was where he paid off. 
Did not see Mr. Moore or Mr. Fowler 
until the trouble commenced. Judge 
Wheeler said we must try and have a 
quiet and gentlemanly meeting, and 
we all agreed to it. The reason Judge 
Wheeler spoke that way was that the 
meeting was called by parties claim- 
ing to hold a fourth of the stock, to 
oust the old Board. There was no 
very hard feeling, but a good deal of 
misunderstanding. First saw Mr. 
Fowler about five minutes past one. 
Judge Wheeler called the meeting to 
order at one o'clock. Mr. Fowler was 
passing the east window of the middle 
room when I first saw him. He walked 
in at the front door and came into the 
middle room with his hat in bis hand. 
He turned to the parties and said: 
„Gentlemen, this is to be a stock- 
holders’ mecting, and all whe are not 
stockholders must getout. If you 
don’t out, we will put you out.” 
He then turned to McMechan and took 
bold of him by the collar and pulled 
him up saying Lou are not a stock- 
holder. McMechan settled back. 
Fowler went to the door of the front 
room and said: The meeting is called 
to order, come in here men and do 
your duty.“ I raised out of my chair. 
I saw Cogan with a revolver in his 
right hand and stooping a little com- 
ing into the Direstors room. He had 
his left hand upto support his pistol 
hand. Ile came towards McMechan. 
The pistol looked dark and did not 
glisten.

I saw Fowler with a pistol in his 
hand when he returned, or what I 
took to be a pistol. He was 3 
by Cogan. I did not see n do 
anything. The last I saw of him he 
was sitting in his chair. Did not see 
Wheeler have a pistol. I did not 
have a pistol in my hand. I saw Mr. 
Balch there. I saw him reach over 
for McMechan when the row first be- 
gan; did not see anyone but Fowler 
take hold of Me Mechan. I left 
shortly after Cogan’s shot and don’t 
know who fired the other shots. I 
went to the door and warned the men 
not to come in and the firing in my 
rear got pretty and I came out. 
Moore was behind the railroad mea, 

ing them to “Take them out.“ 
answer to Lindsay—Balch and 
Scoville came in together after Fow- 
ler.

Jud 
King was holding Court here at the 
time, but the suit was brought before 
Judge Risiog in Virginia. The injunc- 
tion came here the — beſore the 
Tuesday of the election. On Satur- 
day Ooffio and Wheeler went to Vir- 
ginia and found that the case had 
been transferred to the U. 8. Court. 
We could not find Moore and Fowler 
in town from Saturday till Tuesday; 
have acted as a director since the 27th 
of April; became a subscriber at the 
request of Thomas Moore; Inquired 
for Col. Moore at the hotel but not at 
Manning and Berry’s store; Mr. Sco- 
ville, Secretary, had possession of the 
books, c. Bender and I were on his 
bonds for $5,000; one night he came 
to me and asked me to withdraw from 
his bonds; that night he left and took 
the books and papers with him; the 
safe was empty; the stock books, min- 
utes, contracts, etc., were all gone; 
Scoville and McMechan had the com- 
bination; I next saw Scoville at the 
stockholders’ meeting; he had no au- 
thority to take the books; when he 
came back he was shaved smooth; 
when he left he wore a mustache and 
goatee. 


James McMechan sworn—Came to 
California in 1854; became connected 
with the N. & O. R. R. at its incep- 
tion in San Francisco two years ago; 
was at the office September 27th to 
attend the stockholders’ meeting; 
went alone; Wheeler,Coffia and Sun- 
derland came in afterwards; Mr. Al- 
len came next; Hilliaad came in to the 
front room after ma; aud afterwards 
Bragg, Woods, Fowler, McMurray, 
Scoville und Balch came in. Passing 
the window I recognized Fowler, 
Moore, Woods and others going 
around to the front door; they came 
in the following order: Fowler, Moore 
Woods, Scoville and McMorrayjin the 
order named; Moore came in and 
stood near the door, McMurray sat 
down in a chair west of the door; 
Judge Wheeler was President and sat 
in his chair; Coffin was Secretary and 
at op posite. 

Fowler came in and took hold of 
me, saying we must go out or be put 
out. I didn’t come and some one 
took hold of the other side of me. I 
think it was. Mr. Balch. They got 
me about to the middle of the room 
towards the door. Fowler let go of 
me and Balch let go of me also and 
went to Judge Wheeler. Scoville 
went after Coffin and struck the desk, 
turning it partly around. Cogan 
came in stooping down, with his pis- 
tol in his hand, and fired a shot at 
me. I had stepped back near my 
chair after Baich left me. Scoville and

ing began an; there were two or 
— me. They left Wheeler; I 
cut my finger. I saw a pistol pointed 
at my breast, and looked up and saw 
Balch. I hit him with my pistol and 
it fell outof my hand. I then hit 
him with my fist and then with a 
chair. Coffin came up and stopped 
fired the first shet, then 
he run over to Coffin, where Fowler 
and Scoville were. He was firing 
there, I do not remember how many 
shots. We counted eight ehots alto- 
gether. I did not see any weapon in 
the hands of Scoville. Balch, 
and I think Fowler, had pistols. 

* pistol was black. An or- 
der modifying Judge Rising's injunc- 
tion laid on table. Judge Wheeler 
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as he came through the door; think he 
fired at me and the shot made one ol 
the holes ia the north wall; first drew 


the chair and was near the center of 
the room, I was east of the desk when 
I fred my pistol first; can’t say where 
exactly. Was facing Fowler, Coffin ony 
Cogan; tried to shoot at that party, 
didn’t care who I hit.

There are three balls out of my 
pistol; presume I shot three times;

an with one and Balch with one. 
le came to me when I was trying to 
fix my pistol, snapping at my breast ; 
I struck at bim with my pistol, and 
he threw hisarm up: my pistol was 
bloody and flew out of my hand into 
the north-east corner, aad I struck 
Balch with my fist and then with a 
chair two or t times on the back 
of the neck. Coffin came over and 
said: Let up on him, be has had 
enough.” Coffin picked up Balch's 
pistol and mine and handed them up 
to us. While tne scuffle was going on 
in the corner Fowler was trying to 
get behind Coffin and Scoville was 
trying to pull him out. Did not see 
Cogan have hold of him. Their backs 
were towards me; they were moving 
all the time; heard shots fired in that 
corner; can’t say how many shots were 
fired, or who fired them. Cogan’s 
back was towards me, and I cannot 
swear that ho fired again.
